Mr. Bryan 
today traveled in a special electric 
car over traction lines. 


At Tipton Mr. Bryan spoke along 


the lines of his speeches yesterday. 
The audience was an enthusiastic one 
and Mr. Bryan's stories took well with 
it. 
He was introduced by John P. 


Kemp. 
Dan Sims, of Lafayette, one 


of Mr. Bryan's warm friends, joined 
Mr. Bryan at Tipton and had a long 
confidential talk with him, the sub- 
ject of which they both declined to 
Btate. At Tipton Mr. Bryan was pre- 
sented with a handsome bouquet of 
flowers. The car arrived at Tipton 
on time. 


Short Speech at Kokomo. 


At Kokomo, which is not on the 


schedule, the train made a short stop, 
Mr. Bryan requesting that it be made 
as a compliment to his friend, John 
W. Kern. 
Bryan spoke 
to the em- 


ployes of the factories. 
The request 


for this kind of a speech, was made 
by the owners of the steel mill, who 
are paying a heavy duty on steel bil- 
lets. 


Before Mr. Bryan began his speech 


at Kokomo some one in the crowd 
called his attention to 
M. E. Clod- 


felter, the democratic 
nominee 
for 


congress In the Ninth district. 


Speaking on the trust question Mr. 


Bryan said: "You have In this city a 
steel company that you are proud of. 
You think possibly that you can com- 
pete with the steel trust 
You may 


for awhile, but tho only way you can 
do It la by making It possible for the 
democratic party to make It Impossi- 
ble Tor a private monopoly to exist In 
the United. State*.1' 


The run ifrom Kokomo lo Peru was 


made on schedule time. There was a 
good-glzcil crowd at Peru to which Mr. 
Bryan was introduced by Peter J. 
Coylo, chairman of the Eleventh dis- 
trict.

There has 
been a fight made against graft, and 
crookedness in office and investiga- 
tions have shown that in the great 
business communities there has bee'i 
constant, immorality under the guise 
of modern business methods and we 
find that these men have not only 
been plundering the public at large, 
but swindling their closest associates 
in their own enterprises. 
There has 


been a revival of virtue and I believe 
it means a great deal to this country 
for it. is the indication of men follow- 
ing the dictates of their consciences 
and conscience after all is the most 
potent force that man knows on 
earth."

The men affected 
are all in what Is known as district 
No. 11, extending from New Orleans 
to Portland, Ore. 


Thomas L. Wilson, a vice president 


of the International union, says the 
national officers will first endeavor to 
secure the co-opefatlon of Mr. Hnrri- 
man himself to have the discharged 
men reinstated, and also will try' to 
negotiate an agreement whereby arbi- 
trary powers of master mechanics In 
discharging omnloycs without cause 
will be abrogated, 
-. 


George \V. Hoffman, a pioneer resi- 


dent of Springfield township, and very 
widely known over Allen county, died 
at 3:45 o'clock this morning at his 
home in Maysville. Mr. Hoffman was 
the father of County Attorney E. G. 
Hoffman, who is chairman of the dem- 
ocratic 
county 
central 
committee. 


Death was due to paralysis, and Mr. 
Hoffman had been an invalid for the 
past, sixteen years, the last ten years 
of which ue had been incapacitated 
from participation in active business 
affairs. Little more than a week ago 
came the final decline, which termi- 
nated in his death. His age was 65 
years, 11 months and 23 days. 


Mr. Hoffman was a native of Ger- 


manjr, and came with his parents to 
America in 1S47, settling in Spring- 
field township, and this remained his 
home during the remaining years of 
his life. He received a common school 
education and 
followed the occupa- 


tion of farming, embarking in business 
also as a lumberman and conducting a 
saw mill for many years. 
The old 


homestead is located east of Maysville 
and two years ago Mr. Hoffman 
re- 


moved to that village, where his de- 
clining days were passed. 


He was a member 
of the Unita* 


Brethren church and a most excellent 
citizen, who enjoyed the widest friend- 
ship. Throughout his long illness he 
was cheerful and courageous, uttering 
no word of complaint or impatience 
during the yeaars of his suffering. He 
was twice married and is survived by 
the widow, three sons—Dr. G. H. Hoff- 
man, of Kewanee, 111.; Attorney Ed- 
ward G. Hoffman, of this city; John 
C. Hoffman, a student at Ann Arbor, 
Mich., and a stepson, Henry Weicker, 
of Milan township.

include one sister, Mrs. Sarah Gess- 
ner. 
of Springfield township, and

brother. Henry Hoffman, 
of Omaha,

Tropic Hurrican Did Much Damage 


There. 


Havana, Oct. 23,—Contrary to the 


statements contained In the report re- 
ceivefl by the government it now ap- 
pears that the Jsle of Pines suffered 
considerable da.mage from the storm. 
Many houses at Nueva Gerona and 
Santa Fe and in the Intervening coun- 
try were blown down, much damage 
was done to the fruit crops and the 
wireless station was wrecked.

steamer Cristobal Colon, a small coast- 
ing steamer plying between the Isle of 
Pines and the mainland, which made 
the passage during the. storm, reached 
her destination without any loss of 
life.

opponents 
of 
Mr. 


Hearst's candidacy; that yesterday 
State Committeeman Patrick B. Mc- 
Cabe and the democratic county com- 
mittee officers moved their effects to 
the county committee room in an- 
other building and then hurried to 
New York to report the situation to 
Mr. Hearst and State Chairman Con- 
ners, and that this morning a. large 
force of stenographers Is at work in 
the State street headquarters in a 
campaign declared by those directing 
it to be "for the best interests of the 
democratic party." 


•This work, it is alleged. Is being 


done practically under the direction 
of Mayor Osborne and other demo- 
crats, whose opposition to Mr. Hearst 
has been constantly avowed. 


Mr. Osboine was the moving spirit 


in the so-called "Albany conference," 
held here September 5 by democrats 
desirous of preventing Mr. Hearst's 
nomination and at the 
democratic 


state convention at Buffalo was active 
in the same cause. 


OSBORNE EXPLAINS IT.

St. Louis, Mo.. Oct 23.—The seven- 


teenth annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Life Underwrit- 
ers began here today and many ques- 
tions of vital Interest affecting the in- 
surance business will be exhaustively 
discussed during the three days of the 
session. 


In the course of his annual address, 


President Charles W. Scovel. 
Pitts- 


burg manager of the Provident Sav- 
ings Life of New York, expressed the 
following strong views: 


Among alt the developments of this, 
epoch-making year, none is of deeper 
significance *or the future of life insur- 
ance than the Rrowlne realization ot the 
true status and function of the agent. 
I do not believe that the future historian, 
as lie makes up this -world-wide, wonder- 
working Institution, will spend much time- 
on many matters that have been nv>*t 
conspicuous in current newspaper head- 
lines. He will be more likely to empha- 
size the fact that it was through certain 
temporary agitations In the years 1905 
and 1!>05 that the full status of the agent 
began to be generally recognized. And 
the historian will dwell upon the result- 
lug improvement In the personnel and 
morale of the agency force and its Increas- 
ing influence in the development of the 
whole institution. 
As a matter of fact there are Just three 
essential elements In lite Insurance, the 
agnnt. the management, and tho policy- 
holder. I name them first in thin order 
because It Is the historic order; the or- 
der In which they oonjo Into belnff.

agent Is the original, creative force. Be-

hoiinn, prison or brothel. And this means 
protection not only for tbomsnlves but for 
society. Only by encouraging thn agent 
can society thus protect Itself. It has 
always been exceedingly difficult to bring 
desirable recruits Into our agency forctm 
—which .fact alone proves IhnL they, hs.ro 
not been overpaid. 
And »ny Inw that 
tends tn wake thn air«nt'» carc«r nttll 
less attrartlv* In to thnt extent directly 
'against public Interest. As long Aft hu- 
man nnturn remains the same, life Insur- 
ance companies without agents will <lo 
no more to protect society than the fow, 
small religious units without preachers 
will ilo toward evangelizing the world. 
Status of the Agant. 
Thn .ngnnt Is not mer«ly the hired man 
of th«\ management. H*» in In much closer 
dally touch with th* friends nnd neigh- 
bors whom he Induced to Insure, and ills 
sense of iieraonnl raHponnlltlllty to them 
IH constantly before him. Ills service to 
them IK only begun with writing the ap 
plication; It continues year after year In 
th* rolk'ctlon of premiums, readjustment 
of Beneficiaries, making of loans, and

Kansas City, Mo., 
Oct. 23.-—Both 


Commissioners Clark and Lune were 
on hand today when the interstate 
commerce grain hearing was resumed 
in the district court. 
Mr. Lane bad 


been delayed in getting here from Chi- 
cago. Twenty grain dealers, elevator 
men and railway ofllcials had been 
subpoenaed 
to testify 
today. 
The 


commissioners will tonight leave for 
Omaha, where the hearing will be tak- 
en up again. 


R. R. Beall, ot Kansas City, of the 


National Wain and Elevator company, 
which is affiliated with the National 
Board of Trade, of Kansas City, a 
rival of the 
Kansas 
City board ot 


trade, testified in effect that farmers 
who deal with tbe national board and 
its members likewise were blacklisted 
by the Kansas City board of tracls. 
He also stated that the rules ot the 
Kansas City board of trade provided 
that any member of that organization 
dealing with members of the National 
board of trade were liable to suspen- 
sion. 


Could Not Sell In Kansas City. 
Mr. Beall said that his company, tn 


its existence, had sold probably halt 
a million bushels 
of 
grain, none of 


which he was able to sell In Kansas 
City because of these restrictions. 


Asked If his company had experi- 


enced any trouble from the Kansas 
City board of trade or from any rail- 
way In moving Its grain outside of 
Kansas Cfly. Mr. Beall said: 


"Yes: we experienced interruptions 


when we. attempted an export, ship- 
ment of 
wheat 
at 
New Orleans 


through the Illinois Central elevator 
In that city. They place an embargo 
ot 5V4c s bushel on our shipment for 
running the wheat." 


Mr. Beall had, he said, protested 


vigorously to tho officials of the Illi- 
nois Central railroad both at, New Or- 
leans and Cuicago and the charges 
were considerably reduced. 


Continuing. Mr. Beall said that their 


grain on thin particular shipment was 
all short In weight 
In the elevator 


from 1,000 to 2.UOO pounds to the car. 


Not Safe to Put Grain In Elevators. 
Mr. Beall declared that ho did not 


consider i. safe for his company to 
put. Its grain through any elevator op- 
orated by persons Interested in the 
Kansas Clt.y hoard of trade. 


Mr. Beall said t.hat. ho had been a 


member of the Kansas City board of 
trade up to a year ngo. 


"Was there at that time." asked 


John H. Marble, attorney for the inter- 
state 
commerce commission, "any 


combination in existence to agree on 
the price to be paid by the members 
of the Kansas City board of trade for 
wheat?" 


"Yes," replied Mr. Beall. "Such a 


combination existed In 1904." 


Mr. Beall sal. that, the elevator 


companies in Kansas City were in this 
combination and he named half a doz- 
en leading local grain firms and Indi- 
vidual grain men who were members 
of it. Among them, he said, was the 
Southwestern grain elevator, owned 
by Armour. All the principal elevator 
men in the city, lur. Beall said, were 
members of the combine, which fixed 
its prices every morning. Grain gen- 
erally was bought at the fixed price, 
which was fixed arbitrarily.

NEW FRENCH PREMIER. 


Probably few Americans who have 


read of the rise of the new Frenc.i 
premier are acquainted with the fact 
that h» is almost halt an American 
citizen, and that had the Frnnco-Prus- 
slan war never occurred or been post 
poned for a year or two ho might now 
bo a prominent American legislator, 
or, at least a thriving American phy- 
sician. 


Dr. Clemenceau, who 1» In his 66th 


year, comes from an old Hugucnoi 
family ot tho Vendee.

originality and with a perspicacity 
which is the delight of critics. Like 
Voltaire he was brought up on the 
Greek and Latin classics, and at an 
early age turned his attention to sci- 
ence. He studied medicine with dis- 
tinction at the Nantes and Paris hos- 
pitals, and was interne at each. At 
the age o£ 22 he wrote a still valua- 
ble work on "Anatomic Conceptions 
and General Physiology," and trans- 
lated John Stuart Mill's 
"Augusta 


Comte and Postlvlsm." In the latter 
sixties he was one of the most formid- 
able opponents to the empire among 
tho "intellectuels" ot the Paris Quar- 
tler. This antagonism was attended 
with a penalty. He was invited to 
leave the country. 


In 1868 or 1869 he reached New 


York, his sole possession being a very 
fine collection ot surgical instruments. 
At one time he decided to enter the 
career of a practicing physician in 
New York, and, as it was, there then 
being no regent's examination to pass, 
he actually laid the foundations of a 
substantial practice In the French, col- 
ony south of Washington square. He 
also registered his Intention to be- 
come an American citizen. 


The Franco-Prussian war and, in Its 


midst, the fall ot the empire, caused 
him to return to rearrange his plans.

which flourished in Missouri a few 
years ago. 


Burton Talks at Hotel. 


Burton arrived in St. Louis yester- 


day morning, accompanied by his wife 
and niece, and registered at the South- 
ern. 


"I'll not need a room. Jack." he saiO 


to the clerk. Jack Ryan. "You know 
I'll be here only a little time, as I am 
going to Ironton in the afternoon and 
expect to he gone about six months." 


"I'm sorry we can't move Ironton uy 


here, senator," said Ryan. 


"Yes, so am I," 
replied 
Burtou. 


After conferring with 
his 
attorney 


Burton 
returner! to the 
Southern, 


lunched with some friends and then 
went, to the Union station, where he 
bought Pullman tickets on the Iron 
Mountain train, which left at 2:20. To 
a reporter who stood near by Burton 
said, jocularly: 
"Looks like the gov- 


ernment ought to stand this, doesn't 
it?" 
A little later the senator again 


showed a disposition to joke. 


Surrender to Deputy Marshal. 


"You 
know I've never been in jail 


before," he said, "and I am Ignorant 
of the formalities of going to jail." 
After purchasing his Pullman tickets 
Burton went to the ladies' waiting 
room, where he surrendered to the 
deputy marshal assigned lo accom- 
pany him to Ironton. The deputy car- 
ried Mr. Burton's suit case 
to the 


train. Mrs. Burton was quite as self- 
possessed as her husband. 


"I am prouder of my husband today 


than I have ever been," Mrs. Burton 
said to a friend. 
"Ho has not been 


prosecuted, he has been persecute'!. 
I met Governor Hocli, of Kansas, Sun- 
day, and I refused to shake bis hnnd. 
I did so because he sought, to injure 
my husband. Mr. Burton was Hoch's 
friend when Hoch needed a friend. 
Hoch went back on him. I refused 
to shake his hand. 
I tried to smil) 


him and I dirt so because my husband 
is superior to him in every way." 


Wife Wants to Go to Jail. 


"I shall go to Ironton with my hm 


band and remain there every day tin- 
i:. ho is released. I am sorry that 1 
cannot go to jail with him. I have 
been his wife for twenty-eight years, 
and I shall ever bo. I have not shed 
a tear since these charges were first 
trumped up against Mr. Burton. 1 am 
not a woman to sued tears. When 1 
was six years old I stood on the door- 
step of my home and saw my father 
go tho civil war. where he met his 
death. I did not weep even then. He 
was going to fight for his country, to 
perform a patriotic duty, and I did 
not cry. 


"My husband, persecuted 
by 
his 


enemies, la going to pay the penalty. 
These enemies have tried to disgrace 
and humiliate him. He has borne up 
under it like the man be Is, and I 
have helped him «.nd will help him 
bear theas troubles. 


Says Burton It Innocent. 


"I am not afraid to look any one 


squarely in the face. My husband has 
done no wrong, 
t am ns absolutely 


confident of that as I am that I live. 
He is still the noble, good husband in 
my eyes that he has always been and 
will ever be. 
Persons have dodged 


me since these charges were made. 
Persons who were formerly my friends 
have shunned me. t have seen women 
go out of their way to avoid me. 1 
do not mind these Insults. I am con- 
fident of my husband and these at- 
tempted slights cannot Injure me. 


"I have a woman's courage and I 


should feel ashamed of myself Jf I did 
not put forth my every effort to de- 
fend my husband against his accusers. 
1 would not make 
any compromise 


with nn enemy of my husband. Mr. 
Burton, when he met Governor Hoch 
Sunday, turned to me and said: 'Car- 
rie, here is Governor Hoch.' 
But I 


made no courtesy for him. 1 had 
nothing but the bitterest resentment.' 
I thought too much of my husband t • 
shake that man's hand." 


Burton I* Jovial. 


Mr. Burton, apparently jovial, stood 


a few feet from his wife, 
his 
face 


beaming with admiration for her. Bur- 
ton maintained a calm hearing after 
entering the car. 
A few friends gath- 


ered about, hade him farewell and 
wished him "good luck." 
One man 


offered his hand. 


"You 
are to be congratulated, sena- 


tor." he said, "upon having such a de- 
voted and courageous wife. 
I have 


great admiration for her." 


"So have I," said Mr. Burton. MM.

"This country- will not fill its obliga- 


tions until the nation comes to con- 
sider its relation with the negro as 
that of a guardian to a ward," said 
Bishop Walden. "This problem Is not 
a problem of the north alone, nor of 
the south alone. It Is a problem for 
the nation. This nation, which is so 
rich and powerful, must solve the race 
question itself. 
During the days be- 


fore tho war the Idea that the negro 
was to have been freed was freely cir- 
culated. But when the freedom canw 
no forty acres came with it. 


"There are three things that enter 


into the negro question. The thought 
of implanting in the colored man the 
Idea of industry, the Idea of honesty, 
the idea of homemaking. The colored 
man has been charged with laziness. 
The northern traveler who goes soutb 
and comes home is filled with stories 
o£ the lazy colored man he saw about 
the streets of southern cities. I te!l 
you he saw but few. The colored man 
will make a. good business man and a 
good citizen if we only give him the 
chance. But the problem is with us 
Individually, with the Methodist Epis- 
copal church collectively, and with the 
great United States government in a 
paternal sense." 
Attack on Methodists. 


The other sensation was an address 


by Rev. IJr. F. M. Larkln. of San Fran- 
cisco, in which ho mada a bitter at- 
tack on the Methodists of Ohio for the 
small amount of money that they have 
contributed to the stricken Methodists 
of San Francisco. Dr. Tjarn.n said: 


"Not only have tho Ohio Methodists 


failed to give money to 
the earth- 


quake sufferers of our faith but they 
refuse even to hear me. sent for the 
purpose, present the matter in their 
pulpits. It is a shame, I say. I have 
sent out letters to churches nil over 
Ohio begging to be allowed to coma 
ami tell of the need of the earthquake 
sufferers of Methodist faith, and out 
or a hundred of my requests 
for a 


hearing I got three. Invitations. 


"From San Francisco my 
brother 


ministers write, 'Unless you send us 
aid. wo perish.' We cannot, preach to 
starving people nor tell of the good- 
ness oCUod in poverty stricken homes. 
Help us; wo cannot maintain churches 
or hold together congregations .'ith- 
ont money assistance now.

Francisco has received from Its out- 
side constituency $85,000. and 
tho 


sixty-four Methodist Episcopal church- 
es burned ami scarred have received 
altogether $70,000. Think of that, and 
In Ohio I cannot get a place to speak 
for funds. Church doors seem close:!. 
1 cannot bclUivo tho ministers read it 
or that the people hear it. I scarcely 
know what to do. Minister*, you must 
help out and tell your people, or open 
the churches to me."
